— The following bye-laws for the regulation of collection, recovery 
and refund of House and Water Tax in the Cantonment of Kasauli, made by 
the Cantonment Board, Kasauli, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (3) 
of section 282 ot the Cantonments Act, 1924 (II of 1924), are published for 
general information, the same having been previously published, and approved 
and confirmed by the Central Government, as required by sub-section (1) of the 
section 284 of the said Act, namely:' — 

Bye-laws for regulating the collection, recovery and refund of Cantonment 
taxes in Kasauli Cantonment. 

Y 

1. All buildings situated within one compound will be assessed jointly for the 
purpose of annual value but on the written request of the owner of the buildings 
the same may be assessed separately. 

2. The Executive Officer shall cause to be prepared at the beginning of each 
financial year a demand and collection register in "From Cantt. 31-B” appended 
to Cantonment Account Code, 1924, in which the name and address of all persons 
liable to pay the tax shall be entered and shall cause such register to be corrected 
from time to time as may be required. 

3. The entries in the demand and collection register shall be made on basis 
of Information obtained by the Executive Officer under section 103 of the Canton- 
ments Act, 1924, and from such other information as may be available with the 
Cantonment Board. These entries shall be checked by the Executive Officer dr 
such other officer or servant of the Board who may be appointed by the Cantoro- 
ment Board in this behalf and he shall place his initials against each Item of 
demand. 

1. If anv alteration is made In the demand and collection register, the infor- 
mation or order in accordance with which it has been made shall be noted in 
column 50 of the register. 
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5. All sums due on account of house tax and water tax from any one person 
either on account of one or more than one property shall be charged to such 
person as far as possible in one bill provided that if such person by a written 
notice to the Executive Officer requests to be furnished with more than one 
bill, separato bills may be fprnlshed. 

6. The house tax and water tax shall be payable in advance in two equal half 

yearly instalments on first April and first October of each year provided that 
in case of a building which is let out Cor or during season only the amount of house 
tax and water tax due shall be payable in advance for the whole year and the 

taxes shall be paid by the person liable for payment ot the same at the office of 

the Cantonment Board. 

7. The Executive Officer shall at the beginning of each half year cause to be 
presented to the person liable, a bill for the period in respect of the taxes due on 
all lands and buildings owned or occupied by Idm. 

8. The Executive Officer shall before the beginning of the season prepare a list 

of all vacant lands and building of which reports have been received by him and 

shall at the end of every month thereafter cause the list to be physically verified 

and correct the same if necessary as a result of the verification. 

9. No remission or refund of taxes shall be made in respect of any building 
under section 76 of the Cantonments Act, 1924, unless the assessee of the tax has 
given a written notice of tho circumstances under which it is claimed and the 
application for remission or refund is made on application in Form “A” appended 
to these bye-laws. 

10. No remission or refund of house tax or water tax due on any building shall 
be made unless sanctioned by the Board: Provided that if the tax payer after 
making payment of the bill in advance leaves or is about to leave the station, 
immediate refund may be allowed by the Executive Officer after a claim of 
refund Is lodged with him which he will have duly verified before making payment.
